SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Friday, August 29", 2014, my partner (Officer Nam #131) and | (Officer 
Rosales #145) were working as contracted, uniformed security officers for the 
Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.I.D.) / Andrews International 
6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028, (323)-465-0122. We were 
assigned to the bicycle team and deployed as B-2. 


INVESTIGATION: 


At approximately 1250 hours, we were riding our BID Patrol bicycles east bound 
in the curb lane of Hollywood Blvd approaching Wilcox Ave. We observed a 
female Hispanic adult (Later identified as Gonzalez, Librada Hernandez, 06-26- 
89) and a male white adult (Later identified as Ruelas, Jesse Raymond 06-26- 
88) sitting next to each other on the side walk in front of Joes Pizza 6504 
Hollywood Blvd. 


| observed Gonzalez holding an open silver can of Steel Reserve 211 malt 
Liquor in her right hand. Ruelas right had was partially covering the top of a 
clear bottle with a blue cap that was inside of a black back pack that was on the 
floor to the right of Ruelas next to his right leg. Both Gonzalez and Ruelas were 
pre occupied in conversation and were not aware of our presence. 


My partner and | rode North bound across Hollywood Blvd at Wilcox Ave, then 
East bound across Wilcox Ave onto the North side walk of Hollywood Blvd. We 
stopped and conducted surveillance of the Gonzalez and Ruelas. | utilized my 
Barska 8X21 binoculars (383 feet/1000 Yards, 128 M/1000 M) to observe 
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Gonzalez and Ruelas. | observed Gonzalez still holding the silver 211 beer can 
in her right hand. Gonzalez placed the aluminum can to her lips / mouth, tilted 
her head back and took a long drink. Gonzalez then placed the aluminum can 
on the sidewalk next to her right leg. 


| observed Ruelas open his back pack with his right hand pulled out a clear 
bottle resembling Vodka. Ruelas held the clear bottle in his right hand and 
twisted the blue cap off with his left hand. Ruelas placed the open top of the 
bottle to his lips/mouth tilted his head back and took a long drink. Ruelas put 
the cap back onto the top of the Vodka bottle and place it inside of the black 
back pack. 


We decided to conduct a consensual encounter on Gonzalez and Ruelas in 
order to ascertain if Gonzalez and Ruelas were drinking an alcoholic beverage 
in public. Upon making contact with Gonzalez and Ruelas, | asked Gonzalez and 
Ruelas how they were’ doing today and if they knew it was illegal to drink 
alcoholic beverages in public. Gonzalez and Ruelas stated, “Yes.” | advised 
Gonzalez that | had observed her drinking from the open 211 steel reserve malt 
liquor beer. Gonzalez stated “I have a drinking problem”. Gonzalez was drinking 
a Steel Reserve 211 Malt Liquor beer half full. 


| advised Ruelas that | also had observed him drinking from the bottle he placed 
in the back pack. Ruelas stated, “yes. Are you going to arrest me?” Ruelas 
asked me if | he could take vodka bottle out of his back pack. Ruelas opened his 
back pack and removed a 

bottle of SVKA Vodka 40 0/0 by volume/80 proof. The bottle was half full. 


ARREST: 


| advised Gonzalez and Ruelas that we were placing them under “Private 
Person’s Arrest”, as per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To 
Arrest / see attached for) for 41.27 © Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Drinking 
an alcoholic beverage in public). Martin was handcuffed (adjusted /double 
locked for safety and comfort) without incident. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


BID officers Tesh and Gordon transported Gonzalez and Ruelas to LAPD 
Hollywood Police station. 


LAPD Hollywood Patrol Officer Vasquez #40743 responded to our location and 
verified Martin’s identification, via C.L.E.T.S. (California Law Enforcement 
Telecommunication). Martin was issued a release from custody citation for the 
listed charge (RFC# E03743) and was ordered to appear at the Metropolitan 
Court House, 1945 South Hill Street, Los Angeles, 90007, on 09/22/2014, at 
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0830 Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander LT. Leng. 


ADDITIONAL: 


Martin has no prior contact with B.I.D Officers. 


EVIDENCE: 
The “Steel Reserve 211 Malt Liquor” alcoholic beer and SVKA Vodka both were 
disposed of by Officer Nam.
